Z. In the Representation of the People Act, 1951, in section 52,— 

(a) for the words ‘‘a candidate whose nomination has been 
found valiu’’, the words ‘a candidate v,ho has been set up by a 
recognised political parly and whose nomination has been found 
valid” shall be substituted; 

(b) for the words “if a coulasting candidate dies”, the wordg 
“if a contesting candidate who has been set up by a recognised 
political party dies” shall be substituted; and 

(c) the following EocpUna-ion shall be inserted at the end, 
namely: — 

“Explanation .—For the purposes of this section, a candidate 
shall be deemed to have been set up by a recognised political 
party if, and only if, he is deemed under the Election Symbols 
(Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968 to have been so set up, 
and the provisions of that Order as in force immediately before 
the commencement of the Representation of the People (Amend¬ 
ment) Ordinance, 198b shall be read as one with this section.”.
